Mr. Bradley has a background of experiénce 
which will no doubt be of value to the government, and at the same time 
he will have the opportunity of learning much concerning the problems of 
the country which his province has so recently joined. Elected members 
from Newfoundland will soon sit in Parliament, and doubtless in time some 
representatives from that province will become leaders in the public life 
of the Dominion.

Geclogical. Party 
To Study Oil. 
Strata In Sask. 


OTTAWA.—Intensive study of the 
oil ar gas producing mesazoic 
strata in Saskatchewan willbe con- 
ducted this summer by Dr. R. T. D. 
Wickenden of the geological survey 
of Canada, it was announced by Hon. 
Colin Gibson, minister of mines and 
resources. 

Dr. Wickenden has already done a 
great deal of work in this field, and 


will co-operate with the SasKatche-' 


wan department of resources in the 
examination of well cores and sam- 
ples. Two parties directed by gradu- 
ate students will work under his 
supervision. 

The statement says: ‘‘The mesazoic 
stratigraphy first became of great 
importance from the standpoint of 
gas and heavy oil production in 
Wainwright, Vermilion’ and Lloyd- 
minster areas. It has now become 
of importance in the production of 
light oil in the: Woodbend field and 
in the Joseph Lake well, 18 miles 
southeast of Edmonton. ’ 

“Also the recent discovery of gas 
with distillate Stettler and the gas 
discoveries in north central Alberta, 
all in mesazoic strata, have further 
shown that it contains large reserves 
in both gas and oil. -A knowledge 
of the local and regional stratigraph- 
ic relationships thus becomes of great 
value in the exploration for new oil 
fields, Dr. Wickenden and his as- 
sistants will continue their field work 
with the objective of collecting new 
data and making it available to those 
engaged in searching for oil and 
gas.”

Whale Meat Is 
Being Wasted 
In Antarctic 


OTTAWA. — Hundreds of millions 
of dollars worth of red-blooded meat, 
as tender and flavorsome as prime 
beef, are being wasted every year in 
the Antarctic. Such is the claim 
made by Dr. Harry E. Lillie, noted 
Scottish surgeon and whaling author- 
ity, in a report prepared for the 
Canadian Geographical Society on 
the international whaling industry. 

Dr. Lillie, who in :1946-47 was in 
the Antarctic as surgeon .to a Scot- 
tish fleet and who has since been 
engaged in surgical research work in 
Canada, contends that enough whale 
meat is being wasted each ‘season to 
feed Europe for more than three 
months, 

In his report, which was published 
in the March issue of the Society’s 
publication, Canadian Geographical 
Journal, Dr. Lillie traces the history 
of the whaling industry from its 
earliest times.

Damage By 
Wireworm. Can 


Now Be Curbed 


For many years grain farmers in 
western Canada and farmers in the 
eastern provinces growing corn, to- 
bacco, tomatoes and cereals, have 
had their crops ravaged by wire- 
worms. Yet-few know what iwre- 
worms look like. 

According to entomologists in 
C-I-L’s agricultural chemicals divi- 
‘sion, wireworms are slender, tough- 
shelled worms three-quarters to an 
inch long when fully developed. Some 
are pale yellow or straw colored; 
others reddish or yellowish brown. 
They are the larvae of “click beet- 
tles” which: are from one-half inch to 
an inch in length and brown or black- 
ish in color. The ¢lick beetle lays its 
eggs in the spring, usually in grassy 
places such as pastures. 

In the past the only method of con- 
trolling wireworms was by a labor- 
ious process of land culture which '‘in- 
cluded summerfallow and crop rota- 
tion. Recently, science came out with 
a new chemical which not only spell- 
ed death to wireworms but had a 
fungicidal. action on ‘seed and soil 
borne diseases. It is know as gamma 
benzene hexachloride and marked un- 
der the trade name “Benesan”, 

So. potent is the. chemical.that. only 
five: ounces are required to treat 
enough grain to seed an acre. The 
seed“may be treated in a’rotary drum 
tight seed treater or dusted on small 
quantities of seed by hand then mix- 
ed by repeated turnings with shovel. 


“Chain Letter” 
System Of Buying 
Suits Unsound 


VANCOUVER. —A “chain letter” 
system of buying men’s suits is oper- 
ating here and the Better Business 
Bureau doesn’t like it. 

The bargain at the end of a chain 
is a suit valued at up to $100 for as 
little as $25. Catch is nobody gets a 
suit until the tailor collects $100 for 
each suit before he releases it. 

Here's how the plan works: 

Citizen. number: one goes to the 
tailor shop, pays $25 and gets three 
certificates, He finds three friends 
who will use the certificates. Friends 
number two, three and four go to 
the tailor shop and each pays his $25 
and takes three more certificates. 

When friends two three and four 
pay their $25 citizen number one gets 

‘the $100 suit without paying any 
more than the original $25. 

The catch,. the bureau says, is 
that in 15 progressions of these mul- 
tiples of threes, theoretically 14,000,- 
000 suits would be sold. 

On the face of it, the end would 
come when the saturation point in 
suit-buying for this district is reach- 
ed. At that time those .who have 
paid their $25 and are unable to dis- 
pose of their three certificates would 
either lose their deposits or else be 
obliged to pay «more money out of 

‘ their pocket to get the suit, 

“A. basically- unsound idea,” says 
the bureau. “If the epidemic. con- 
tinues business life is going to be 
seriously disrupted, The craze may 
spread to radios or dozens of other 
types of goods.” ™

Surgeon Warns School Athletes Not 
To Treat Knee Injuries Carelessly 


WASHINTON. — Some . potentially 
good college athletes are ruined for 
competitive sport by “careless or ig- 
norant handling” of knee injuries suf- 
fered in .school sports, a surgeon 
said. 


Addressing a sectional meeting 
of theAmerican College of Surgeons, 


‘|}Dr. Allen F. Voshell, University of 


Maryland Orthopedic 
clared: 


“I herewith ‘solicit your help in 
spreading to high and prep school 
and college freshmen coaches, ‘ the 
gospel that all knee injuries should 
be taken seriously: until proven. other- 
wise and that boys not in good train- 
ing should not be allowed to partici- 
pate in competitive athletics. 

Should Control Case 
“A physician trained to evaluate 


traumatic (injury) effects should ex- 
amine and ‘control every. knee ‘case;

especially if excess fluid (“water on 
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Jacksonville Times-Union. 


the knee’) remains more than a few 
days. 

“Many potentially good college 
athletes are ruined at least for com- 
petitive sports by virtue of careless 
or ignorant handling when in prep or 
high school. Proper care at this time 
may prevent development of the so- 
called ‘trick knee’ with its recurrent 
polonged disability.” 

He said that one type of knee in- 
jury that occurs mostly on young 
people— especially during active ath- 
letics—is one involving the ‘‘semilu- 
nar” cartilages, 

These are two half- moon shaped 
pieces of soft supporting tissue in the 
knee joint. They act as cushions 
between the thigh bone and the shin 


bone. Sometimes, under severe strain, | : 


one of both become, cracked or torn 
~jamming. up the knee-joint'so that 
it doesn’t function properly. Some- 
times it becomes “locked”, 

He said such ruptured cartilages 
could, be removed by surgery to re- 
store good function to the knee, 

A clue to the existence of such a 
condition, he said, can be gained from 
the patient’ts own report of noting 
such things as a “lock, crunch, click, 
snap or crack’’ in his knee joint. 

But he emphasized that not all 
types of knee injuries require surg- 
ery. He said that surgeons should 
get a detailed history of the. case, 
such as the circumstances attending 
the injury, before making a diagnosis.

Selection, Care 
Of Turkey Eggs 


The three most important points 
to keep in mind when selecting tur-— 
key=hatching eggs are: size, shape 
and shell texture, says F. N.. Jerome, 
Poyltry Department, Ontario Agri- 
cultural College. 

Size—Hachability is influenced by 
egg size, medium-sized eggs giving a 
higher hatch than either extremely 
large or extremely small eggs. A 
three ounce egg is considered med-' 
ium. sized and the range of eggs set 
should not run beyond the range of 
34 to 38 ozs. per dozen on your egg 
scale, - ‘ 

Shape—Eggs should be normal in 

shape without ridges or bumps or 
flattened areas. 
Shell Texture--Poor shell texture 
includes those ‘eggs with thin shells, 
rough shells and’chalky white porous 
shells. One should avoid setting these, 
if possible. 

Shouuld it be necessary to clean 
any eggs, steel wool should be used 
as a cleanser rather than washing. 
Eggs which become accidentally 
cracked after setting can be success- 
fully hatched by covering the crack 
with scotch tape, providing the shell 
membrane is intact. 

The eggs should be gathered four 
or five times ‘daily. Frequent collec- 
tions reduce breakage, dirty eggs and 
prevent chilling in cold weather. The. 
eggs should be held in a room Where 
the temperature is about 55 degrees 
F..and ‘the humidity is fairly high. 
A cellar with moderate ventilation 
and free from mustiness will often

placed with the large end up and
